DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gillotti (U. S. 
Patent No. 5,921,696). Gillotti ( c 696) discloses a seat release system, comprising: a collar (see 
Fig. 9 and 10); and a pedal (92) pivotally attached to said collar; 

(concerning claim 2) the collar has a receiver opening (where member 1 1 is received 
therethrough); 

(concerning claim 3) the receiver opening has an inner diameter capable of receiving a 
taper lock pedestal; 

(concerning claim 4) the collar has a first segment (members 81, 87, 88) pivotally 
supporting said pedal and a second segment (80) attachable to said first segment about a taper 
lock pedestal; 

(concerning claim 5) the first segment and said second segment form a receiver opening 
(where member 1 1 is received therethrough) for receiving a taper lock pedestal; 

(concerning claim 6) the first segment and said second segment each form a semi-circular 
structure; 

(concerning claim 7) the first segment has a neck (of members 87, 88) that pivotally 
supports said pedal; 

(concerning claim 8) the pedal includes an engaging face (face portion of 92 that contacts 
outer portion 93 of member 81); and 

(concerning claim 9) the pedal has an extended portion that is engageable by a foot of a 

user. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 1 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding claims 1 1- 
20, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a boat seat release system for releasing a taper 
lock pedestal from a taper lock base, the system additionally requiring one or more wheels 
attached to a lower and inner portion of said pedal for engaging an upper surface of a taper lock 
base for applying a lifting force to said collar when said pedal is pivoted downwardly.
